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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Sir: 



In response to the restriction requirement mailed July 26, 2007, Applicant hereby elects 
Group VI - claim 10, drawn to a method for identifying a modulator of a protein for a library of 
test chemical, with traverse . 

Applicant traverses on the ground that claim 19 of invention Group IX is similar enough to 
claim 10 that its examination would not result in an undue burden for the Examiner. The subject 
matter of claim 19 also is a method for identifying a modulator of a protein or polypeptide. The 
difference between the two claims is that in claim 10 a protein or polypeptide is contacted with a 
test chemical, whereas in claim 19 a host cell or host organism that expresses and/or produces the 
same protein is contacted with a test chemical. In each case the test chemical interacts with the 
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protein and may generate a signal, which can be detected. Therefore, Applicant respectfully 
requests withdrawal of the restriction between claims 10 and 19. 

In response to the requirement to elect one species, Applicant elects SEQ ID NO 6. 
Elected claim 10 and claims 20-24 added in the accompanying preliminary amendment filed 
herewith read on the species. 

Applicant's election of species is made without prejudice. As noted by the Examiner, upon 
the allowance of a generic claim, Applicant will be entitled to consideration of claims to additional 
species in addition to the elected species, provided that all claims to each additional species are 
written in dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as 
provided by 37 CFR 1.141.
